A debt reduction of nearly one-third in 
six years is good going. That could only be 
possible because the farmers have been get- 
ting larger net incomes than in previous 
years. Debts are reduced by the surplus 
that is left after living and necessary oper- 
ating expenses have been met. 

Most of these years have of course been 
war years, during which there was practic- 
ally unlimited demand for all kinds of farm 
products excepting wheat. But sharper 
demand alone does not always increase the 
net income of the producer. Western farm- 
ers have seen years when those who pro- 
duced most were worst off at the end of a 
season. Improved prices have been a large 
factor in enlarging the surplus of farm 
income from which debts have been paid. 

It is something more than coincidence 
that sivce the war began farm revenue 


from grain has dropped from 58 per cent 
to 34.8 per cent, while returns from cattle 
and sheep went up from 27.7 per cent
